REBEL RAID 


ALICANTE, Spain, May 


26.—(ff)—R e s c u e r s dug 
steadily today in the ruins 
of Alicante's shattered mar- 
ket place, extricating 
vic- 


tims of yesterday's most dis- 
astrous air bombardment of 
the Spanish civil war. 


The thundering detonations top- 


pled towering masonry into 
dug- 


outs- into which men, women a-.d 
children had crowded for refuge. 


Many bodies were tangled and 
torr to bits. 


The casualties 
in the city of 


70,000, which is 130 miles south 
of Valencia, far exceeded in pro- 
portion the disastrous series of 
air raids In March upon Barce- 
lona, a city of more than 1,000.- 
000, 
when there were 3,000 fatal- 
ities. 
• More than 100 of the victims 
were found in the market place 
alone. 
Outside Alicante 50 were 


killed and hundreds injured. 


Alicante caught the brunt of in- 


• suigcnt air attacks in which more 
Hhar. 100 heavy bombers shuttled 
back and forth all day yesterday 
from the island base of Mallorca 
to government coastal cities and 
towns, unloading explosives,

was visited by 38 bombers which 
dropped 95 missies into the town.

FARMOVERPLMERS 
WILL BE BENEFITED 


BY CHANGE IN BILL 


COLLEGE STATION, May 28.— 


<Spl.)—Farmers who have plant- 
ed 
In excess of their general 


crop acreage allotments will be 
benefitted by a recent amendment 
to tho new farm act which lower- 
ed the deduction rate for over- 
planting the general crops allot- 
ment, Ceo. Slaughter, 
Wharton, 
chairman of the Texas Agricultur- 
al Conservation Committee, said 
after a meeting of the group at 
Texas A. and M. College. 
The amendment, which will al- 


low many Texas farmers 
who 
planted general crops before re- 
ceiving their allotment to qualify 
under tho 1938 Agricultural Con- 
servation 
program, reduced the 


deduction for overplantlng from 
8 to 5 times the payment rate. 
This means, 
Slaughter 
said, 
that wtiJro the rate of payment 
for a farm was .$1 an acre, and a 
farmer overplantcd 10 acres, his 
payment would be reduced by 8 
times $1 or $8 an acre, of $80 
for 
the 
10 acres. 
Under 
the 


amendment, the deduction on the 
same farm would be 5 times $1 or 
$5 an acre, a total of $50 for tho 
10 acres. 
Thus the total pay. 


men for the farm would be in- 
creased by $30. 


Slaughter emphasized that the 


amendment applied to general soil 
depleting crops, such as corn and 
not cotton, which Is under the 
quota plan. In the case of wheat, 
the deduction for exceeding the 
combined wheat and general crop 
acreage allotment would be made 
at a rate per acre equl to 5 times 
the wheat payment rate. 


"The" carry-over of the princi- 
pal feed crops Is such that If two- 
thirds of the farms take part in 


the conservation program and do ( 
not plant In excess of tholr acre- 
age allotments, and tho rest plant 
10 per cent more than usual, the 
total supply of feed next fall will 
be about 10 per cent above nor- 
mal, 
assuming that average yields . 


are obtained," Slaughter pointed ^ 
out. "In view of this situation, tho 
committee urges 
farmers 
who 
have not already completed plant- 
ings of grain feed crops to keep 
their plantings within the acreage 
allotments whenever this Is prac- 
ticable."

Europe is getting too much 
of it. 
The various races 


that were combined forc- 
ibly in the old Austro-Hun- 
garian Empire got along to- 
gether pretty well, on the 
whole, because they had to. 
The Versailles peace con- 
ference tried to give every 
sepa.ate group a chance for 
free development. But the 
whole mixture was so con- 
fused that there were nat- 
urally various racial rem- 
nants left here and there 
around the edges. And now 
those remnants are making 
trouble. 
The situation Is worst in 


Czechoslovakia, where the 
German minority insists on 
running things, and wants 
to move over into Germany 
taking the rest of the coun- 
try along. The Hungarians 
there numbering half a mil- 
lion or more, are also get- 
ting rampant. Their party

Prague a set of demands in- 
cluding these:

garian university and aboli- 
tion of schools that are as- 
Bimilating Hungarians; 


Teaching of Czechoslov- 


history according to 


the Hungarian views; 


Unlimited 
admission 
of 


printed matter from Hun- 
gary ; 


Hungarian 
radio pro- 


grams and larger Hungar- 
ian representation in gov- 
ernment. 
Some of the demands are 


doubtless 
reasonable 
in 


themselves, but they add to 
the forces now cracking to 
pieces the most liberal and 
tolerant country in Central 
Europe.

in an automobile accident 
in 1934 has started a move- 
ment which may develop in- 
to something widely useful. 
He has organized the Auto- 
mobile 
Accident 
Victim 


League. It has only 21 mem- 
bers now, but there 
are 


scores of eligible persons 
in his community. 


The 
purpose 
of t h e 


League is to help the needy 
victims of automobile acci- 
dents. 
There are humane 


societies to look after chil- 
dien and animals. There 
are industrial compensation 
laws for injured workers. 
So far there has been noth- 
ing of the sort for helpless 
traffic victims. 


Among the first goals of 


the League's organizer is 
legislation to require the 
testing of motor vehicles for 
safety; establishment of a 
fund from gas taxes and 
license fees to compensate 
needy accident victims; rea- 
sonable charges for hos- 
pital care; the 
establish- 


ment of an automobile ac- 
cident commission, and ex- 
emption of personal injury 
judgments from attachment 
for causes not related to the 
accident. 


The victims themselves, 


when they become members 
ot the League, pledge them- 
selves to careful driving— 
if they are abl.e to drive 
again. 


The program sounds in- 


telligent and moderate. A 
few of its proposals are al- 
ready embodied in laws in 
some states and have been 
urged in others. With such 
organized 
support 
they 


should be quickly success- 
ful. Surely no one knows 
better than the victim of an 
accident the folly of irre- 
sponsible automobile oper- 
ation.

"I wish to heaven that 


we could do away with the 
best-seller list entirely," la- 
ments Pearl Buck, success- 
ful author who has been on 
such lists. "The best-seller 
list is not a literary ther- 
mometer. It is an iron mold 
clamped upon the public 
mind. 


"We American novelists 


have not the consolation of 
novelists in other countries, 
that if we are not best-sell- 
er? we are nevertheless ap- 
pealing to a select few. In 
America there aren't any 
select few, and if you aren't 
best-selling you aren't sell- 
ing; and if you aren't sell- 
ing, it's the worst thing that 
can happen to you not to be 
on that list.'' 


It's the old story that 


'nothing succeeds like suc- 
cess." The publication of 
current literary success in 
the form of these selling 
lists turns literary success 
into a popular fad. Every- 
body must read such books 
then, not because they are 
the best but because they 
are the current fashion. If 
for no other reason, people 
must read them so as to be 
able to talk about them. It 
is largely a matter of mob 
psychology. 


Thus books become fash- 


ionable 
or unfashionable 


like clothing styles, and with 
little more reason. The re- 
sult is bad for literatura, 
culture and knowledge. It 
dees no 
particular 
harm 


when people swing 
from 


from one hat or dress style 
to another. 
But it harms 


human intelligence and pro- 
gress when people, change 
their reading like last year's 
shoes—not selling just be- 
cause they are not selling. 


No trout for F. D. R.—he 


fishes for barracuda

sharks.

Institution, which had 
a total Indebtedness of about $13,- 
000,000, attributed 
the 
record 


largely to a loan of 
$3,600,000 


from the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation 
which 
prevented 


dumping assets. This loan was 
repaid with Interest. 
More than ordinary Interest at- 


tached to the bank's closing be- 
cause the state had on deposit 
approximately $1,500,000 and. some 
thought It would suffer loss. Gov. 
Miriam A. Ferguson, In a special 
message to the legislature, dis- 
cussed the situation. 
"It Is a day of rejoicing," said 
former Attorney General William 
A. Keeling, who aided in work- 
ing out the bank's difficulties.

They were what we would to- 
day

"pragmatic

phers"; their theory worked. For 
as runs the account, "At the end 
of ten days their countenance ap- 
peared fairer, and they were fat- 
ter in flesh than all the youths 
that did eat of the king's dain- 
ties." 


Daniel's principles of

when he moved from slow-going,

A. E. Morgan, ousted chairman 


of the TVA, testified before a ten- 
man congressional 
Inquiry 
com- 


mittee, eleboratlng on charge ho 
had made previously against the 
other two directors. 


Morgan also charged that "hid- 


den subsidies" helped keep down 
T.V.A. "yardstick" 
power 
rate« 


and that the other two directors 
•were guilty of "dishonest" 
pub- 


licity regarding the true costs of 
"yardstick" 
power 
distribution. 


He- explained that other gov- 


ernment agencies had borne part 
of the cost of the 
T.V.A. pro- 


gram enabling "yardstick" 
com- 


munities to sell T.V.A. power to 
consumers at a much lower rate 
than would otherwise have been 
poesiblc. 


After making a general charge 


that "collusion, conspiracy 
and 


mismanagement" had characteriz- 
ed tho administration of TVA, the 


I 
tall, gray-haired former chairman 
said Ullcnthal made a "persistent 
attempt" to convince the public 
that Commonwealth & Southern 
"was arbitrarily refusing to sell 
its properties." 


Through Wendell L. Wlllkle, its 


president. Commonwealth & South- 
ern repeatedly offered to Bell "any 
or all" of Its properties, Morgan 
eald. 
He testified at length regarding 


negotiations with 
the 
company, 


which he said were carried on 
largely by Lilicnthal. 
After 
a 


meeting of Wlllkle and the TVA 
board last January, the former 
chairman said, Lilicnthal issued a 
news release which "gave a very 
falsa and Inaccurate 
impression" 


of Willkle's position. 


Explained Falsification. 


"The news release was an ex- 


plicit falsification, the natural re- 
sult of which was to deceive the 
public on a vital Issue, to engcn 
der Increased public bitterness to- 
ward the utilities and to substi- 
tute conflict and recrimination for 
open and above board dealing with 
the facts," Morgan said, adding: 


"Both the other directors were 


deliberately and consciously par 
ties to this falsification." 


Morgan added that LIHenthal— 


•who sat nearby In the committee 
hearing room—sought for four and 
a half years to make it appear 
that the 
former TVA chairman 


''was conspiring with tlie utilities 
against the power responsibllitie. 
of the TVA.'1 
•"Mr. Lilienthal has felt free at 
any time to discuss matters with 
utility executives," Morgan declar 
ed. "Sometimes he has disclosed 
such meetings to the board. Some- 
times he has not. 


"Dr. H. A. Morgan has met with 


executives of the fertillezr indus- 
try without disclosing such meet- 
ings to the board. 


"After a series of such meet 


ings, the policy of the TVA was 
changed 
fundamentally 
toward 


meeting tho wishes of tho fertil- 
izer Industry. These changes werp 
not disclosed to the board, anc 
were denied by Dr. H. A. Mor- 


previously-approved 
rule that he 


would not be Interrupted. 


It was tho first time Morgan's' 


differences with the other direct- 
ors had been comprehensively out- 
lined. 
Earlier, Morgan had 
re- 


fused to discuss them in detail 
with President Roosevelt. This re- 
fusal was followed by an order 
from the president ousting him 
from the chairmanship.

Dur- 
ing the past year, World War vet- 
erans have been dying at the rate 
of 103 per day, Mrs.

pointed out, meaning that 37,590 
have passed on pince last Memor- 
ial Day. 
"This heavy death rate among 


men who served in the World 
War hos placed an increased bur- 
den upon the American Legion 
and Auxiliary, and has enlarged 
the need for Poppy Day contribu- 
tions," said Mrs. Blakeney. 
"The

pies on Poppy Day next Saturday 
will form the principal source of 
support for the Legion and Aux- 
iliary welfare activities during the 
year.

He added that he would give 
details on that matter and "the 
conduct of Arthur Morgan In re- 
spect to the so-called Berry Mar- 
ble claims." 
Yesterday Dr. Arthur 
Morgan 
asserted that the other two di- 
rectors had engaged In a "delib- 
erate" attempt to "make things 
easy" for Senator Berry (D-Tenn.)

Is "No." The 
gang labels the boy as 'fraid cat, 
the mature group call the non- 
swimmer openly or behind 
his 
back a beach parader. 
If this 
premise Is to be openly accepted 
everyone would feel ashamed at 
not knowing how to swim. 
This 
is a strong argument for any 
one to learn to advance. 
Bad Precedents. 
"A person learning to swlm^not 
only learns to swim but practic- 
ally every law of learning is in- 
troduced In 
the 
process. 
The 
pupil learns to have confidence 
or lact of confidence in the in- 
structor, in himself, and In the 
water. A case was cited of a boy 
whose father threw him into the 
water in an 
attempt to teach 


him to swim.

"Did you know that Hatcher was 
an organizer for the United Mine 
Workers of America?" asked Char- 
les I. Dawson, chief of 
defense 
counsel. 
'I knew he was connected with 
the union, but didn't know In what 
capacity," replied the agent. 
O'Leary said Lawson complained 
also that Hatcher had gone to "the 
houses" (at Louellen camp of the 
company) and told employes "what 
would happen" If they went to their 
jobs during the strike. 
The agent said Lawson told him 


94 of 300 men employed at the time 
continued at work and that In 
December, 1934, at the close of the 
strike, men employed at the time > 
voted 267 to 5 "against the union."
